Z Aled by the 
care and vigilance of the young gentle- 
man with me, the system of chaff feed- 
ing was fully established ; and the quan- 
tity needful for the horses, and for the 
oxen separately ascertained. 

One hundred weight ofhay was found 
pto yield 20 bushels of chaff pressed into 
jthe measure, & piled asshigh asit could 
safely “be carried; consequently each 
bushel weighed about 5 1-2lbs. It was 
found that the five horses would- eat 12 
bushels of chaff during the 24 hous; 
and thatthe four oxen would consume’an 
equal quantity inthe same time.
